Pianist Fugene Istomin jus­ 
tified his critical acclaim yes­ 
terday afternoon as both a bril­ 
liantly dynamic virtuoso and 
poetically lyrical artist in the 
third Marin Music Chest con­ 
cert a1 Forest Meadows, San 
Rafael. 
That he was able to do so 
despite highly unfavorable cir­ 
cumstances is all the more to 
his credit. 
Violent gusts of wind sent 
clouds of dust from adjacent 
excavations and debris from 
trees sweeping across the stage 
and into the audience, affect­ 
ing loud speakers and creating 
much restlessness in the audi­ 
ence, which was larger than 
those at the first two concerts 
of the season. 
It was perhaps this unfor­ 
tunate situation which caused 
Istomin to change his program 
both in composition and order. 
In the first half he proved a 
powerful 
interpreter of Bee­ 
thoven. playing the Fantasy, 
Op. 77, sonata ir. F-sharp major, 
Op. 78, and the “ VValdstein"

A Marin couple waited in 
line for seven one-half hours 
and then sat enthralled by nine 
hours of United Nations debate 
on the Congo yesterday in New 
York.

12. went to the United Nations 
building at 9 a.m. yesterday in 
hope of attending the special 
session of the United Nations 
Assembly. 


A crowd Leahy estimated at 
“more than a thousand,” gath­ 
ered for the same purpose. 


“It wasn’t until about 4:30 in 
the afternoon that we got our 
two tickets (the girls w eren’t 
with them) and only a couple 
of hundred did get in,” Leahy 
reported by telephone today. 


He said he and his wife spell­ 
ed each other in line so they 
could eat and rest a bit. Then, 
after getting their seats, which 
they occupied until after 1:30 
a.m., they took turns going out 
for food and refreshm ents.

Practically Every State Has 


Joined Fight On Litterbugs 


H£S DEVOTING 
HI* F U L L TIME 
JU *T To 
CAMPAIGN FOR 


One thing forcefully brought to your 
attention when you are driving across 
this nation, is the almost universal war 
being waged against the litterbug. 
In practically every state there is 
now a 
law, with teeth, 
prohibiting 
dumping of trash and refuse along the 
highways. Highest and lowest penalty 
posted along the highways was in Mis­ 
souri where the fine is from $25 to $500 
for violations. 
There are many states in which the 
fine is $250. Others have $50, $100 or 
more fines. Utah puts it at $299, most 
serious misdemeanor penalty possible 
there. 
It seems that the establishment of 
these penalties— and their repetitious 
announcement along the highways — 
is getting results. 
In a cross-country 
tour today you see much less of the 
paper, cans and trash which previously 
edged the highways. Partly, we sup­ 
pose, this is due to the educational com- 
paign which has accompanied the legal 
crackdown. 
And too, the care with 
which many Eastern states manicure 
their thruways tends to discourage un­ 
tidy habits on the part of the motorists. 


But threat of punishment also is hav­ 
ing its effect. Perhaps you noticed news 
stories last week about a 28-year-old 
Azusa woman who was sentenced for 
tossing a can out of a car. The judge 
gave her a $150 fine or 30 days in jail 
— or the alternative of cleaning up a 
mile of highway. She chose the latter 
and filled 11 gunny sacks before her 
chore was done. “ I know better now,” 
she said. “You can bet I won’t toss a 
can again.” 
There are groups which are helping 
clean up our countryside. 
Last week, 
for example, the Sierra Club conducted 
a cleanup forage along the Bishop Pass 
route to the John Muir Trail in the 
Sierra Nevadas. At least three Marin- 
ites, Anita Friedman and Polly Aird of 
Mill Valley, and Morgan Yamanaka of 
Sausalito were among the 35 or so per­ 
sons who collected more than four tons 
of cans, glass, foil and other litter along 
the way. 
We hope that the general public is 
getting the idea, carrying trash bags in 
their cars and making use of facilities 
provided for refuse and trash. We hope 
you are, too.

Their views are shared by 
most*citizens who live in this 
county because of its wealth 
of natural environment. Es­ 
pecially 
are t h e s e 
views 
valued by those of us who 
spent our childhood in the 
regions 
of 
Marin’s 
ocean 
shores. 
Despite the willingness of 
some at the Tamalpais Valley 
meeting to let themselves be 
called selfish, our concerns 
are neither anti-social nor un- 
progressive. The issue of con­ 
serving the Marin coastline is 
instead an intensely public 
one, involved with the opti­ 
mum public use of this po­ 
tential ocean parkland. 
It must be realized that if 
a shoreline speedway is con­ 
structed, Mann as a popula­ 
tion. San Francisco, and the 
whole Bay Area will be losing 
forever an area of mountain 
and sea unmatched by any 
other in United States. The 
v e r y 
population 
increase 
predicated by the Highway 
Department 
representatives 
makes the immediate conser­ 
vation of this area critical, for 
if it is preserved it will be­ 
come in the very near future 
as treasured a refuge from 
urban pressure as Mount Di­ 
ablo or Point Lobos. If it is 
preserved it will continue to 
be the reason why people set­ 
tle here and why they visit 
from afar. 
The Highway Department 
pays lip service to this con­ 
servation, with its haste to 
fulfill 
its 
arbitrary 
master 
plan. They say their aim is to 
protect 
as 
much 
natural 
beauty as they can. BUT this 
freeway must be built! And 
the diagrams and maps they 
have so carefully prepared 
show convincingly that there 
is no routing of such a speed­ 
way, 
no 
engineering 
that 
could save the potential of 
this recreation area. 
No freeway, w'ith its dedi­ 
cation to the straight line, its 
minimum grades, its minimum 
radii for curves, its limited- 
aceess on-and-off ramps and 
clover 
leafs — no 
freeway 
matches : his terrain. The wis­ 
dom surely is that no free­ 
ways of any kind should pene­ 
trate 
mountain 
park 
areas 
such as southwestern Marin! 
Let us have roads, yes, but 
recreation roads that do not 
invite fast driving. Give us 
roads built by engineering 
skill to fit the character of 
the land 
rather than engi­ 
neering that carves the land 
to fit the roads. Only this 
road-building philosophy can 
preserve for the fullest pub­ 
lic use this paradise for walk­ 
ing, camping, and ocean pic­ 
nicking—a 
natural 
wonder 
just a half to three-quarters 
of an hour from the heart of 
San Francisco. 
The very miracle of this 
proximity, and the recreation 
use it suggests, should make 
us doubly concerned that such 


accessible n a t u r a l wealth 
should not be sacrificed to 
speeding cars, to four parallel 
lines of concrete, and to mile 
after mil? of hideous cuts and 
fills.

School Apathy Is 
About Curriculum 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 


My due respect to the M.V. 
P-TA president whose report 
on some of the major prob­ 
lems facing our schools today 
was noted by the I-J Aug. 3. 
My interest was captured by 
the use of t he term, public 
apathy. May I submit some 
thoughts on this subject that 
might be worthy of considera­ 
tio n ? 
That a certain amount of 
apathy exists is a fact, but can 
it be that it is mostly confined 
to the vital area of matters of 
curriculum? That it is shared 
by a silent majority of the 
public along with an equally 
silent majority of educators 
and 
trustees 
of 
governing 
boards, with the matter of ap­ 
proach to this sore spot be­ 
ing the differential? 
That the current curriculum 
in use in our schools today 
continues to embody the de­ 
cayed, outmoded ideas and 
thoughtforms of a dead era is 
universally accepted by the 
general public but totally ig­ 
nored by that vast group en­ 
trusted with power to admin­ 
ister to the educational needs 
of our children. 
The need for radical changes 
in our educational system has 
long been expounded, relent­ 
lessly, by most of the greatest 
thinkers of our age, who, sen­ 
sitive to the spirit of the 
times, make no compromises 
with half-truths, vague gener­ 
alities, and ersy momentary 
ways out. Through all forms 
of communication, the whole 
public is being kept well in­ 
formed. 
Only very recently, in Ma­ 
rin County, the president of 
the State Board of Education, 
Louis Heilbron, in an address 


to trustees, made some signifi­ 
cant statements along 
this 
line of thought that merit 
their being quoted, “Wc must 
take note of the San Fran­ 
cisco 
report,” 
(incidentally, 
this report appears to be ig­ 
nored by our Marin educators 
and trustees, as well as the 
I-J). Another quote, “ We must 
turn our attention to sub­ 
stance, too much has 
been 
given to form.” A gem of a 
statement, worthwhile ponder­ 
ing over. 
Can the silence on the part 
of the educators and trustees, 
in the face of the greatest 
challenge of the times be in­ 
terpreted in terms of incom­ 
petence 
a reorientation pe­ 
riod, or is it apathy? 
Reflections of this nature 
are by no means uncommon 
today among an “apathetic 
public.” In the words of Vic­ 
tor Hugo, “Nothing is more 
powerful than an idea whose 
time has come.” It w-ould be 
worthwhile to penetrate this 
form of “apathy” if problems 
are to be solved.

WASHINGTON—The Unit- 
ed States is not the only na­ 
tion worried about the steady 
slipping of the Castro reeime 
into the gr-u of the Commu­ 
nist s. 


It is especially encouraging 
that, apart fiom Fidel Castro’s 
ambassador, the jther 20 re­ 
publics of the Western hemis­ 
phere have unanimously re­ 
corded their anxiety over the 
trend of affairs in Havana. 
Accordingly, when the for­ 
eign ministers of t he Organ­ 
ization of American 
States 
met in Costa Rica in emer­ 
gency session last week, tiie 
first time on the agenda was 
to consider Communist infil­ 
tration into Latin America. 


THIS IS WELCOME evi- 
denee of Latin American sol­ 
idarity. it shows a gathering 
awareness that what the U.S. 
is seeking to comb«' are not 
overdue social r e f o r m s in 
Cuba but th n seizure of the 
Cuban revolution by profes­ 
sional Communists whose loy­ 
alty is 10 the Soviet Union and 
Red China. 
Only a 
few days ago a 
spokesman for the Castro gov­ 
ernment assured the Cuban 
people that the coming meet­ 
ing of the Organization of 
American States would “re­ 
veal the solidarity of the Latin 
countries with Cuba.” 


It is the onoosite solidarity 
which is now evident—a unit­ 
ed concern by all the other 
Latin countries over the fact 
that Castro L allowing Cuba 
to become the beachhead for 
Communist i n t e rvention in 
the hemisph?re. 


ONE OF the reasons for this 
heightened anxiety on the 
part of Cuba's neighbors is the 
violent and vitriolic propa­ 
ganda which has recently been 
coming from Radio Mambi, 
which is one of the medium- 
wave outlets operated by the 
Castro government and beam­ 
ed in Spanish to a wide aud­ 
ience inside and outside the 


country. 
Already Radio Mambi has 
aimed its attacks upon eight 
most widely respected fallow 
Latin American leaders. 
President Arturo Frondizi 
of Argentina is described as 
“an unhappy comedian who 
believes in the democratic 
farce 
maintmned 
by 
bayo­ 
nets.” 
President Jorge Alessandri 
of Chile is branded as “a man 
who is ruling behind the back 
of his people—a currupter of 
the faith.” 
Camargo of Colombia is dis­ 
missed as “a servile satellite 
of the United States—the in­ 
timate friend of exploiting im­ 
perialism.” 


But these personal diatribes 
are not the cause of the deter­ 
mination of the American na­ 
tions to d e e n d themselves. 
They are only symptoms. 
The real cause is the grad­ 
ual suffocatum by the Com­ 
munists of the Cuban revolu­ 
tion and Castro’s own efforts 
—as in ArgenUna w’th the 
Peronists—to undermine the 
authority of the democratic­ 
ally elected governments of 
the 
other 
Latin 
American 
countries.
